1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., a bcensed and bonded auctioneer (the "Auctioneer") 
Although the Auctioneer may not withdraw any lot after a call for bids has been made with respect to that lot, the consignor of 
the property included in the lot may bid on and purchase the lot at the auction sale for his own account. Notice of the consignor's 
liberty to bid is hereby made in accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial Code. The purchase of a lot by consignor's bid shall 
obligate such consignor to pay a fee to the Auctioneer. 

2. The highest bidder acknowledged by the Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any dispute between bidders, the Auctioneer may at his 
sole discretion immediately put the lot up for sale again. The Auctioneer's decision shall be final and binding upon all bidders. 

3. A buyer's premium equal to 10% of the successful bid price will be added to each invoice, unless the purchase is made by a consignor's bid on 
the consignor's property in which case a different fee is charged as a Consignor than as a Buyer.

A heavy layer of golden-steel toning 
subdues the original luster. Minor softness of strike on the 
reverse. 

The obverse is toned a murky gray- 
lavender while the reverse is blazing white and showing not 
even a speck of color. Sharply struck throughout with most of 
the upper wing defined on the eagle and good obverse details 
as well.

only been 30 pieces certified by NGC with 27 by PCGS (with 
an undetermined number of these being crossovers).

Typical for 
coins from this mint, this Carson City quarter has excellent 
luster characteristics, although it is somewhat muted by the 
rather heavy concentration of gray, blue, and golden toning 
layered over both sides. Sharply struck and showing some 
light die clas hin g on the obverse although it appears some 
attempt was made to polish away evidence of this. Population:

A scarce business strike example of this 
briefly minted date, evenly toned over both sides in antique- 
gold and sea-green shades.

Quite a nice coin for the grade that does not show the usual 
numerous bagmarks one associates with this grade. Fully 
struck with all the luster of an MS 65 coin and nicely toned as 
well.

250 NGC 1850-0 MS 63. A well preserved example of this not-so- 
rare New Orleans No Motto half. Lustrous and toned in 
several deeper shades of gray and blue.

256 NGC 1864 MS 64. A better date half that is much scarcer 
than its mintage would indicate because of widespread public 
hoarding of bullion during the War and the export of many 
silver coins. This piece does not appear to have come from the 
Guatemala Hoard, the usual source for this and other Civil 
War date halves. The features are fully struck in all areas and 
the fields are heavily striated but there is no semi- 
prooflikeness as a result.

407 NGC 1897-S MS 64 Prooflike. Nicely mirrored, with light 
frost, particularly on the reverse. 

408 PCGS 1897-S MS 65 Prooflike. Very clean, with frosted 
devices. PCGS has graded only 5 pieces better (3/93), NGC 
only 2 (2/93). 

409 PCGS 1898 MS 65; PCGS 1898-0 MS 65; and an ANACS 1900- 
O MS 65. The first two are br illian t, while the '00-0 displays 
deep, satiny brilliance framed in golden-violet toning. (Total: 3 
coins) 

410 NGC 1900-0 MS 65 Prooflike. A fine looking example of this 
rarely seen prooflike dollar. The fields have quite a bit of deep 
reflectivity and the surfaces are splashed with golden toning 
on both sides. Softly struck in the centers. Population: 20, 1 
finer. 

411 ANACS 1900-O/CC MS 63. A small patch of amber-violet 
toning at 12 o'clock on the obverse, otherwise untoned. 

412 ANACS 1901 MS 60. The surfaces on this very difficult P-mint 
Morgan exhibit complete mint luster and just a touch of 
toning along the upper and lower edges. 

413 NGC 1901-0 MS 65, two pieces, both are similarly toned. A 
nice pair. (Total: 2 coins) 


414 NGC 1901-0 MS 65, two pieces, again similarly toned and 
undoubtedly from the same source. (Total: 2 coins) 

415 PCGS 1901-S MS 64. The obverse is toned in delicate golden 
streaks and, if struck just a bit sharper, is clean enough for 
consideration as a 65. Just a few scattered marks are seen on 
the reverse. 

416 NGC 1902-0 MS 65. Mottled golden and lilac toning. 

417 NGC 1902-0 MS 65. Streaks of golden-orange and green 
toning adorn either side. 

418 ANACS 1902-S MS 63. Lustrous and sharp, displaying flashes 
of pale golden-violet to nin g here and there at the borders. 

419 PCGS 1903-0 MS 64. Well struck, and brilliant. 

420 PCGS 1903-0 MS 65. Sharply struck with bright satiny luster 
and just a touch of peripheral color. 

421 PCGS 1903-S MS 63. A key issue in mint state, razor sharp in 
the centers with only a few widely scattered abrasions. Just a 
whisper of golden color is visible on both obverse and reverse. 
Scarce. 

422 ANACS 1904 MS 64. Brilliant, with some light amber to nin g 
at the periphery. 

423 PCGS 1904-0 MS 64; PCGS 1921 Morgan MS 64; ANACS 
1923 MS 64; and an ANACS 1925 MS 64. (Total: 4 coins) 

424 NGC 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike. The prooflike fields serve to 
highlight and enliven the golden to nin g seen over both sides. 
The few scattered abrasions are quite well concealed by the 
to nin g. 

425 PCGS 1904-0 MS 65 Prooflike. Flashy mirrored fields with an 
attractive layer of golden to nin g that deepens toward the 
rims. Softly struck.

Population: 10 in 67, 
none higher. 

429 PCGS 1892 PR 62. Deep charcoal and olive-gold toning 
overlays both sides. The strike is above-average for this 
sometimes poorly struck proof issue. 


PEACE DOLLARS 
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430 NGC 1921 MS 64. A blatantly original coin, very well struck in 
the centers and displaying a bit of speckled golden toning on 
the reverse. 

431 PCGS 1923 MS 65. The obverse is superb, with intense luster 
and minimal marks. The reverse displays a few marks on the 
eagle, without which this coin would have surely merited a 
higher grade. 

432 NGC 1927 MS 63. Doubled LIBERTY. Unlisted in the Breen 
Encyclopedia, there is minor doubling on all the letters in 
LIBERTY on the obverse. Untoned. 

433 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Quite frosty overall, with just the lightest 
chatter on the devices. 

434 PCGS 1927 MS 64. Doubled LIBERTY. A second example, this 
one showing just a bit of light color and better luster. 

435 PCGS 1928-S MS 63. Bright and lustrous, with a couple of 
small gold patches. 

436 PCGS 1934-S AU 50. 

437 NGC 1934-S MS 64. While most '34-S dollars are brilliant, 
this piece has toned a deep golden-olive over both sides, 
leaving significant portions of the surface untoned, but still 
presenting as a colored coin. Excellent luster as usual with 
minim al abrasions. An attractive example of this rare, key 
date Peace dollar.

A 
bright, semi-prooflike example with flashes of orange-gold 
color over both sides. 

441 PCGS 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 63. Bright 
satiny luster with a copper stain or two on the reverse.

Fully struck with deep coppery-red 
color. A lovely example of a Type One dollar and a coin that 
would be perfect for type purposes. 

475 PCGS 1854 Type Two AU 50. Original and very well struck, 
with light die clas hin g seen on the reverse. 

476 NGC 1854 Type Two MS 61. An exceptionally well struck 
example of a Type Two gold dollar that shows strong hair 
definition on Liberty and complete central details on the 
reverse. Type Two dollars have been popular coins over the 
last few decades as they are a short-lived type. Mint, state 
pieces are very difficult although the date is not rare as such 
with only 22 pieces having been so graded by NGC. Trends 
$3,250 in MS 60, $8,750 in MS 63. 

477 PCGS 1854 Type Two MS 64. An outstanding example of 
this scarce type coin that has exemplary mint luster and 
smooth, almost unblemished surfaces. Sharply struck in the 
centers. This is the most common date of the type, yet, only 55 
pieces have been so graded by PCGS (2/93). Trends $15,500. 

478 PCGS 1855 Type Two AU 50. Another minimall y worn 
example of this short-lived design. 


479 NGC 1855 Type Two MS 61. Second year of this short, three 
year type. Slightly soft in the centers, as usual, with poorly- 
defined tops to the digits of the date. Good luster with some 
light chatter in the right obverse field. Scarce in mint state. 

480 NGC 1855-0 VF 35. Quite a pleasing obverse with no 
scratches or nicks, the reverse has a couple of pinscratches to 
the left of the 1 in the denomination and a milling mark right 
of the final 5 in the date. Soft in the centers, as usual. Trends 
$410 in VF 20, $825 in XF 40. 

481 PCGS 1857 MS 64. Traditionally considered a common date, 
the 1857 is surprisingly elusive in mint state, especially in 
higher grades, with only 6 pieces having been so graded by 
PCGS with 9 in higher grades. This piece has outstanding 
mint luster that swirls around the surfaces of the coin. There 
is a considerable presence of rich orange-red color rather than 
the bright yellow usually seen. An excellent buy with Trends 
value being only $1,825. 

482 PCGS 1873 Open 3 MS 62. Marred by a series of parallel 
marks on the cheek. Good color. 

483 PCGS 1874 MS 62. Fully lustrous but slightly scufty. 

484 PCGS 1879 MS 65. A moderately scarce gold dollar that has 
proved to be a popular date not only because of the 
impressively low mintage of 3,000 business strikes, but also 
because of the excellent visual appearance of the coins that 
are known. Well struck with exceptionally lustrous surfaces, 
this is a lovely example of this date. Population: 34 in 65, with 
3 finer. 

485 PCGS 1880 MS 67. A rare combination of exceptional quality 
and a low original mintage (1,600) make this a coin that is 
sure to interest many bidders. The surfaces of this piece 
appear perfect and the luster is thick and heavily frosted with 
a sprinkling of small copper stains on each side. A hoarded 
date that exists in larger numbers than other low mintage 
issues. Population: 29 in 67, 3 finer. 

486 NGC 1885 MS 64. Well struck with beautiful surfaces that 
show a mixture of both prooflikeness and cartwheel luster.

A lustrous coin that has unfortunately 
suffered a staple scratch in the upper left obverse field. 


CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

489 PCGS 1835 AU 55. An original coin with softly struck centers, 
as usual, and a touch of fight reddish color in the fields. There 
are a few scattered handling marks on each side. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

490 PCGS 1844-C VF 30. Softly struck as usual on this issue, but 
lacking the normal heavy marks from circulation. A rare date 
Charlotte quarter eagle that is quite elusive even in this 
grade. Trends $725 in VF 20, $1,650 in XF 40. 
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491 PCGS 1856-C XF 40. A very scarce Charlotte quarter eagle 
with a mintage of only 7,913 pieces. Scarcely seen in XF 
condition and considered a mid to high R.6 as such. This piece 
is softly struck in the centers, as usual, and also shows a 
couple of planchet depressions on the reverse, another trait 
common to this issue. Trends $2,000. 

492 NGC 1856-0 AU 50. An elusive issue in all grades and an 
important condition rarity in XF or better. This is a pleasing 
example whose surfaces are bright and shimmer with semi¬ 
reflectiveness in the fields. The strike is strong with only 
slight softness on the eagle. Trends $2,900. 

493 PCGS 1857-S VF 35. Evenly worn with a single mark at 
Liberty's mouth. Trends $190 in VF 20, $450 in XF 40. 

494 PCGS 1858 MS 62. A scarcer coin than one might think 
judging from the mintage of 47,377 pieces, and quite a 
significant offering in mint condition. This piece is fully struck 
in all areas except the eagle's left leg which is characteristic of 
most known examples. A lovely coin for the grade with 
absolute minimal abrasions and bright, lustrous surfaces. 
Population: 4 in 62, none finer. 

495 NGC 1867-S XF 45. A scarce issue in all grades and one that is 
absolutely rare any finer. This piece shows the usual softness 
in the centers with the characteristic weakness on the eagle's 
left leg. Relatively clean overall with small traces of luster 
rem ainin g and much reddish color. Trends $960 in XF 40, 
$2,400 in AU 50. 

496 PCGS 1872-S VF 30. Somewhat weak on the highpoints as 
always, but exhibiting traces of underlying luster. Trends $260 
in VF 20, $535 in XF 40. 

497 PCGS 1873 Closed 3 AU 50. Only moderately scarce. Quite 
clean with much reddish color. 

498 PCGS 1877 AU 50. Although not quite as scarce as its 
impressively low mintage of 1,632 pieces would indicate, the 
1877 is, nevertheless, a diffi cult, item. Most of the survivors 
are XF and better and many show some localized striking 
weakness. This is a pleasing prooflike coin with rich red color 
and no distracting abrasions.

501 NGC 1882 MS 61. An attractive coin for the grade with a crisp 
strike and fully prooflike fields. Scarcer, low mintage issue 
with only 4,000 minted. Trends $1,100 in MS 60. 

502 NGC 1888 MS 63. Lustrous. 

503 PCGS 1894 MS 61. Deep orange-peel toning. 


504 PCGS 1894 MS 62. A scarce low mintage date with only 4,000 
struck. This is a sharply struck piece with much reflectivity in 
the fields. 

505 NGC 1897 MS 64. The surfaces of this piece are remarkably 
clean with only a couple of tiny pecks around the nose of 
Liberty. The color is a deep coppery-red, varying in intensity 
being considerably deeper around the devices. Strong 
underlying luster. 

506 PCGS 1898 AU 58. Fully struck with just a trace of rub. 

507 NGC 1899 MS 63. Clean and lustrous, free from all but the 
most minute marks. An excellent type coin. 

508 NGC 1900 MS 65. Fully struck with blazing mint luster. A 
terrific gem type coin . 

509 PCGS 1901 MS 62. Extremely bright and lustrous. 

510 PCGS 1901 MS 65. Well struck with pristine surfaces that 
have no mentionable abrasions.

17 pieces are still extant. The fields retain very deep 
reflectivity while also showing many small contact marks 
(none of which are individually sig nifi cant or worthy of 
mention). There is quite a sharp contrast between the fields 
and devices on the reverse. Quarterly II in PR 60, $4,000. 
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INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

523 NGC 1908 MS 62. Nice color and luster. 

524 PCGS 1908 MS 63. Nice looking coin. 

525 NGC 1908 MS 64. Bright and lustrous surfaces with only the 
most trivial field marks. Sharply struck except on the top of 
the eagle's wing, as always. 

526 PCGS 1909 MS 62. Nice, rich color. 

527 NGC 1909 MS 64. A fully struck coin that has excellent luster 
and subtle coloration. A high-end piece that closely resembles 
an MS 65. 

528 PCGS 1909 MS 64. A very choice specimen that is fully 
struck in all areas and exhibits a rich orange-gold color, and 
surfaces that resemble the rare Roman Gold proofs of this 
year. A must-see coin for anyone interested in 20th century 
gold. 

529 PCGS 1909 MS 66. Incuse gold coins are very susceptible to 
abrasions on the raised fields, and as a result there are very 
few pieces that have survived in gem condition; better than 
MS 65 these coins are virtually unheard of. Only 11 coins have 
been certified as MS 66 by PCGS in the entire series with 2 
other 1909s in this grade. This is a lovely coin that is virtually 
flawless. The luster is thick and flows unbroken over the 
highest portions of the design. 

530 PCGS 1910 MS 64. An enchanting coin with surfaces that 
sparkle with multicolored patina. Thickly frosted with a few 
minute abrasions but very attractive overall. 

531 PCGS 1912 MS 62. Fully struck with good luster. 

532 NGC 1913 MS 62. A scarcer pre-1925 date. 

533 NGC 1913 MS 63. Deep coppery-reddish color. 

534 PCGS 1913 MS 63. Excellent luster and strike but a trifle too 
baggy to grade any higher. 

535 PCGS 1914 MS 60. 

536 NGC 1914 MS 62. Well struck with bright surfaces and one 
copper stain on the top feather of the warbonnet. 

537 PCGS 1914 MS 63. A pleasing coin marred only by a hairline 
thin scratch on the face of the Native American. Scarce with 
only 54 pieces graded. 

538 PCGS 1914 MS 64. A very lovely coin that is just at the 
threshold of 65 quality. Smooth, unblemished surfaces and 
thick frosted luster. Population: 17 in 64, 5 in 65. 

539 PCGS 1914-D MS 63. A pleasing coin for the grade with good 
luster and minimal abrasions. Scarce. 

540 NGC 1915 MS 62. Sharply struck with much reddish color on 
each side. 


541 PCGS 1915 MS 63. Fully struck with vibrant color and mint 
luster. 

542 NGC 1925-D MS 62. 

543 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. Clean and lustrous but also showing a 
profound, deep red and blue patina interspersed over both 
sides. Unusual and quite attractive. 

544 NGC 1926 MS 62. Fully uncirculated but a trifle on the baggy 
side. 

545 NGC 1926 MS 63. Deeper color than usual. 

546 PCGS 1926 MS 63. Sharply struck with a few copper stains 
scattered over the surfaces. 

547 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Superb, thick mint luster with a few 
marks and scratches here and there. Nice looking coin. 

548 PCGS 1926 MS 64. A clean, well balanced coin with superb 
luster and strong eye appeal. 

549 PCGS 1927 MS 65. Superb luster and color characterize this 
impressive gem Indian quarter eagle. The surfaces are also 
free from any distracting blemishes and the overall eye appeal 
is strong. 

550 PCGS 1929 MS 63. Fully struck with bright yellow-gold 
surfaces. 

Deep variegated color on this popular 
final year of issue.

Slightly reflective still in the fields and 
showing a few thin cuts and scrapes on each side. 

555 PCGS 1878 MS 62. As with all examples of this common date 
three, the luster is thick and heavily frosted, swirling around 
the coin as it is tilted beneath a light. Beautifully colored as 
well with coppery-red and steel-blue interspersed over both 
sides. A few marks, but overall a nice type coin for the grade. 

556 PCGS 1879 MS 62. An exceptionally lovely coin with eye 
appeal that makes this coin appear far finer than the stated 
grade. Rich reddish-gold color with lovely mint frost and just a 
tinge of reflectivity in the fields. Fully struck. One of the more 
available dates in the series and certainly one of the most 
attractive. 
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NGC 1882 MS 64. The 1882 three-dollar enjoys an 
impressively low mintage of only 1,500 business strikes, yet, is 
not the great rarity one might imagine it to be, thus making it 
a popular item for collectors. Apparently a number of high 
grade pieces were saved and the determined collector can 
usually acquire a nice specimen with some diligence. This 
piece has the usual prooflike fields with some cartwheel mixed 
in also. The surfaces are clean for the grade and there is a rich 
orange color overall. 


PCGS 1887 PR 65. An enchanting proof three and one of the 
most available dates in the series, even though a mere 160 
proofs were struck. The fields have an unfathomable depth of 
mirrored reflectivity and provide a "black" background for the 
frost on the devices.

However, the obverse is quite well 
struck, as usual. The 1860-C is a condition rarity that is very 
elusive (ranked as a Low R.7) in AU. Trends $4,750. 

569 PCGS 1867 XF 40. A scarce With Motto five that had a 

mintage of only 6,920 pieces, of which most of the survivors 
are only VF or XF. This is a well struck coin with much 
distinctive deep reddish color in the fields, especially on the 
reverse.

PCGS 1840 VF 20. Broad Mill. The scarcer variety of the year 
in a more affordable grade. Original. Trends $600. 

American Grading Service 1843-0 VF. A well worn example of 
this scarce variety that shows the characteristic softness on 
the stars from 11 to 4 o'clock. We urge inspection of this lot 
from this little known grading service. 

NGC 1846 XF 45. Large Date. Sharply struck with good color 
and just a couple of minor field marks on the reverse. 

NGC 1851-0 Fine 15. An unusually bright coin that appears to 
have been cleaned at one time. There is a small dig on the 
obverse between stars 3 and 4. A scarce date, but an 
affordable one in this grade. Trends $300 in Fine 12. 

NGC 1852 MS 61. Clean yellow-gold surfaces with a matte¬ 
like texture over both sides. By No Motto standards, a 
relatively common date in uncirculated, but those are 
extremely tough standards. Population: 7 in 61, 11 higher. 

PCGS 1853-D VF 30. One of the few common date Dahlonega 
half eagles and an affordable coin in this grade. Softly struck, 
as usual, with a few field marks.
